The City of Seoul Is Now 
the World's Rumor Capitol, 
It Doesn't Help Our Troops 


or merely a reader of this gener- 
ation's newspapers. 


A decadent France was threat- 


ened by Germany in World War I. 
The United States went to the res 
cue. 


Twenty years later Germany was 


again on the march. The last month 
before World War II the Germans 
manufactured 
1,000 warplanes— 


and in the same month decadent 
France produced 30! Germany ran 
over France like a 
freight 
train 


crushing a tin can. 


I have reprinted Editor Knight's 


report because, in our own moment 
of crisis in the Western Pacific it 
now appears that the French arc 
heading up European objection to 
our foreign policy. The French ob- 
ject, to our trouble in the.Pacific 
because if we're tied up there we 
won't be able to send millions of 
men and billions in arms to defend 
a Europe that won't defend itself. 


But 1 doubt whether

United States army ever goes back 
to Europe, under any circumstan- 
ces. 


The record does not show that 


our intervention helped — in World 


*' War I . . . in World War II ... or 


that it would be

The most helpful thing we could
